Officers Arrest 


111,125 Motorists 


Sncramento, "Aug. 12.—The shrill 


blast of the California state motor 
cop's whistle, warning violators of 
motor vehicle laws to pull up at the 
curb, was heard and heeded by 111,- 
125 motorists during the first six 
months of 1926, according to records 
of the traffic division of the traffic 
department of division of motor ve- 
hicles made public today. 


Iii a majority of 'cases the offend- 


ers were given a reprimand, told to 
be careful in future, and allowed to 
proceed. But in 37,246 cases the of- 
ficers found the offense too serious 
to permit the violator to escape and 
placed him under arrest. 


The records show that the state 


traffic force of more than 200 men 
was maintained during the period 
without one cent of cost to the tax- 
payers. In fact the highways were 
protected at a profit of more than 
$50,000 for the fines paid by the vio- 
lators "arrested, together with yie. de- 
linquent fees collected by the 
offi- 


cers amounted to $303,018.05 for the 
period as against salaries amounting 
to $251,352.98; 


Fines for the period totaled $227,- 


424. Delinquent fees amounted to 
$75,593. The total number of vio- 
lators fines was 8104.

'' There is no water in the lungs 


of.a drowned person. People should 
get over the idea of rolling .a person 
on a barrel to rescue him • from 
drowning. The water does not go in- 
to the lungs. The same apparatus 
that, keeps' the food from entering 
the lungs keeps water front so 'doing. 
One cannot breathe and swallow at 
the same time. A drowned person is 
merely a suffocated one. His wind 
has been cut off. by the enforced 
continuous swallowing of water, but 
the water is in the stomach,.not in 
the lungs, so tha|; any effort to re- 
move water from the-lungs, such as 
rolling on a barrel, is a waste of 
time. 


"The 
best methods to restore 


breathing is to press down on the 
patient's short ribs, then release 
them. The arm? should be snapped 
down and back at a rate of about 
12 to 15 times a minute. This should 
be kept up until the patient begins 
to breathe normally. Every person 
should realize that his own hands 
are the most effective instruments 
there are for restoring life to a suf- 
focated person."

APPARATUS TOR HEATING 


AND COOUNG A HOUSE 


Floyd W. Parsons, economist and 


fuel expert, says that in the near 
future a gas-fired absorption refrig- 
erating unit, by means of which a 
house can be heated in winter and 
cooled in summer, is a quite possible 
development. Heat absorbed by the 
plant, he says, would be pumped into 
the rooms during 'the cold weather, 
and in hot weather cold ai'r produced 
in the refrigerating unit would be 
pumped in through the same pipes. 


The refrigerating capacity of the 


proposed apparatus would be ap- 
proximately one-fourth its heating 
capacity, it is said. A unit that 
could keep the house at 70 degrees 
with an outside temperature of 70 
degrees below zero could also, it is 
believed, keep the rooms at 70 with 
an outside temperature of
